A. Strniijfe Stntemeiit. 


Reported Confession of Guilt.

T h e G re a t S c a n d a l. 
C h ic a g o , August 21.—A special to 
the Tribune says: “ The report of the 
Beecher Investigating Committee is 
completed, and will be presented to 
the Examining Committee of Ply­ 
mouth Church to-morrow night. The 
report is a summary of evidence, none 
of which, however, will he given to 
the public for several weeks. It is an 
entire acquittal of Beecher. 
Tilton’s second statement is prepar­ 
ing, but it will not he published for 
several days. It will follow Moulton’s 
statement after a short interval, and 
will probably be made public at the 
same time. 
The papers are served on Beecher 
in the suit brought against him by 
Tilton. 
The Chicago Tribune this morning 
publishes a report of a long interview 
neld yesterday between Frank Moul­ 
ton and George Alfred Townsend, in 
which Moulton is made to admit the 
general correctness of his first inter­ 
view, the publication of which created 
so much controversy, but avows 
that he did not say that Beech­ 
er confessed his adultery with Mrs. 
Tilton to him. 
Moulton’s statement is published. 
He says that when he went to Beeclier 
to obtain from him the written recan­ 
tation which Mrs. Tilton liad signed, 
Beeclier aJmitted to him with grief 
and sorrow the fact of his sexual rela­ 
tions with Mrs. Tilton, and was indig­ 
nant that she had not (?) told her hus­ 
band of it. Beecher gave him the re­ 
cantation of Mrs. Tilton. Beecher 
repeatedly and unqualifiedly confessed 
to him his adultery with Mrs. Tilton, 
and threatened to bill himself. 
A n A sto u n d in g : S ta te m e n t. 
N e w Y o rk , August 22.—It is re­ 
ported that Beecher, in view of Moul­ 
ton’s statement, has confessed his 
guilt to his attorneysland the commit­ 
tee. Moulton’s statements are very 
explicit to the effect that Beecher, on 
more than one occasion, confessed all 
to him and in his remorse threatened 
to kill himself. He gives a history of 
his efforts made to compromise the 
afTair, and denounces Beecher again 
for treachery in procuring Mrs. Til­ 
ton’s recantation of confession to her 
husband. He- also gives letters and 
extracts from letters which passed 
between Beecher and members of 
Beecher’s family, in which they de­ 
clared their belief in his guilt, and he, 
on the other hand, denies all stories, 
and counsels them not to talk about 
him, and desires them to prevent 
others from talking when they can. 
His sister, brothers and Mrs. \Vood- 
hull are mixed up in this portion of 
the affair. 
Moulton says Beecher 
forced upon him the terrible duty of 
revealing the whole truth, but says 
the parties are in a worse position now 
than they were in 1870, when he first 
knew the facts of the ease, and that 
all along he has struggled to save 
them all. There is no report as to the 
contemplated action of the committee, 
and no present confirmation of the 
report that Beecher had made a full 
confession to them.

Mines in Southern California. 


It would give us pleasure to treat 
this subject as fully as its magnitude 
deserves, but the lim its assigned for 
one article render this impossible, and 
it must be dismissed with a few gen­ 
eral remarks. 
Although the oldest 
and richest mines ever discovered in 
California lie within a range of one 
hundred miles of Los Angeles city, 
until very recently these deposits have 
attracted very little attention. There 
are two causes that have kept the 
m ining interest of this section in the 
background. First—this is known to 
be a dry country, and without water 
it is impossible to make m ining prof­ 
itable; no m atter how rich and exten­ 
sive the deposits. Second—mankind, 
and especially miners, are naturally 
fond of adventure; and if these mines 
were located in the deep gorges of the 
Rocky Mountains, or in the m idst of 
the wild Apache nation; or if there 
were hostile Indians between them 
and civilization, and they could only 
be reached by transporting provisions 
and tools on pack mules, there would 
bfe a great rush of adventurers to 
them . But they are in the civil­ 
ized 
settlements, 
only 
a 
few 
hours’ 
ride 
on 
horesback, 
from 
the oldest city in the State 
and 
therefore have not been considered 
worthy of attention. The miners of 
California will be surprised to learn 
that we have a silver mine within 
twenty miels of Los Angeles, that 
bids fair to rival the celebrated Com­ 
stock. Yet such is the case. Dr. W i n ­ 
s t a n of this city has stuck to this 
m ine through thick and thin; spent a 
fortune trying to develop it; friends 
have advised, 
and 
enemies have 
laughed at him, but in spite of all op­ 
position he remained with it, and has 
by his own persistent energy got it so 
far developed th at he now sees a for­ 
tune in sight. 
Mr. 
T a y l o r of our 
city, who has spent as much brains, 
sweat, and money on the Comstock as 
any man in California, has just re­ 
turned from Dr. 
W 
i n s t á n ’s silver 
mine on the San Gabriel. W e were 
surprised to hear him say that the 
Comstock never showed half so favor­ 
able on the surface, nor at the same 
stage of development. But we were 
more surprised when he exhibited the 
ore from this mine. The m etal—both 
gold and silver seemed to compass 
half the ore. And strange to say that 
its appearance was in all respects pre­ 
cisely like that of the Comstock lode. 
Some five miles up the river from this 
silver mine are large deposits o f gold in 
the placer diggings. These gravel-beds 
are now being washed by dilferent 
companies, at least a few of them. 
There are placer beds enougli on that 
stream to occupy a dozen large com­ 
panies, and there are but three at 
work. They are now rapidly, reim ­ 
bursing themselves for their outlay. 
That range of mountains appears to 
be full of minerals. There is hardly a 
cafion in which you cannot pick up 
rich float quartz, and several rich 
ledges have recently been discovered. 
The range of mountains between the 
San Gabriel and San Bernardino have 
never been prospected to any extent, 
and we doubt not that fine ledges will 
be discovered in this range. From 
San Bernardino to Holcomb valley 
large and rich deposits have been dis­ 
covered, which will soon become fam­ 
ous among miners. About sixty miles 
from this city is the famous Temescal 
tin mine, which is the largest known 
deposit of tin on the American conti­ 
nent, and perhaps in the world. If 
this deposit was in Europe, one m il­ 
lion pounds sterling would not buy it. 
But, unfortunately, for the interest of 
our whole country, this mine now is 
and has been in litigation for a num­ 
ber of years. As the mineral deposits 
of Southern California are of such 
m agnitude and of so varied a nature 
th at we cannot give even an outline 
of them in one article, we will only 
rem ark here that those which we have 
mentioned lay in the first range of 
m ountains and northeast of this city. 
Those in the same range of mountains 
northwest of this city are equally well 
developed and generally conceded to be 
more extensive and of greater value. 
Of these we will speak in future. 


Telegraphic News. 


Yesterday the H e r a l d referred to 
the probable early extension of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Telegraph Com­ 
pany’s lines from their present ter­ 
minus in the head of the San Joaquin 
valley on to San Fernando, thus giv­ 
ing us a competing line of telegraph 
to San Francisco, and some reference 
was made to the reduction of rates on 
messages and the consequent large in­ 
crease in the volume of private busi­ 
ness. W e now call attention to an­ 
other great advantage which will re­ 
sult to not only this city but to all 
Southern California through the ex­ 
tension of the new company’s lines. 
We shall receive news dispatches over 
which the Associated Press have no 
control. Now the Los Angeles jour­ 
nal or the newspaper published any­ 
where in this State receiving dis­ 
patches over the W estern Union lines 
cannot receive a line or word until 
after 
it 
has been 
published 
by 
the Associated Press. To illustrate: 
The Los Angeles paper taking dis­ 
patches is always twenty-four hours 
behind the Bulletin and Call on East­ 
ern dates. 
Legitimately and properly 
the news received in San Francisco to­ 
night by telegraph should bo sent 


here and appear simultaneously in the 
papers of this city with those of San 
Francisco to-morrow morning. But the 
Associated Press says to the telegraph 
company: “ No, you shall not send the 
dispatches to your patrons in the in­ 
terior until they have appeared in our 
columns.’’ So the telegraph compauy 
sends the Call'» dispatches of this 
morning, and they appear in the in­ 
terior journals of to-morrow morning 
as the latest telegraphic news. To 
charge for such dispatches as the 
W estern Union sends out of San 
Francisco is simply to obtain money 
under false pretenses. The Atlantic 
and Pacific Telegraph Company will 
furnish their patrons with the Ameri­ 
can News Company’s reports, contain­ 
ing Eastern and European dates up to 
three o’clock of the morning of pub­ 
lication. They are subject to no press 
monopoly, and will treat all their 
patrons alike. 


Increased Postal Facilities. 


Los Angeles has grown; her post­ 
office has remained 
in statu quo. 
W hile the city has doubled and treb- 
bled in population the postolfice facil­ 
ities have increased 90 slightly that 
the oldest inhabitant scarcely marks 
the change. 
We are disposed to m ur­ 
mur at the tardiness, indifference and 
neglect of the Government in postal 
affairs generally, and those of Los 
Angeles in particular. 
Postmaster 


B e n t no doubt accomplishes all that 
can be done w ith the means and force 
he is allowed, but the result is not 
satisfactory, and the Government is 
to blame for it. 
Los Angeles post­ 
office furnishes tw enty thousand peo­ 
ple w ith their mail m atter. The gen­ 
eral delivery is done under one head, 
by one clerk, through one port-liole. 


J o h n A d a m s and S a r a h W a t k i n s 
range in the same line and await the 
action of the same clerk. Tho force is 
too light by half. The Postmaster 
should have twice as many clerks, 
and the facility for delivering mail 
should be more than double what it is 
at present. 
For the convenience of 
the public the general delivery alpha­ 
bet should be divided, and Mr. A d a m s 
and Mrs. 
W a t k i n s 
should never 
stand in the sam e line. 
We have no­ 
ticed ladies standing from fifteen m in­ 
utes to three-quarters of an hour, 
awaiting an opportunity to reach the 
general delivery. This should not be 
in an office on which so m any people 
are dependent for m ail accommoda­ 
tions. 
The General Postoffice will 
please heed these rem arks and act ac­ 
cordingly. 


O u r 
dispatches contain a report 
that B e e c h e r has confessed himself 
guilty as charged by T i l t o n . W e do 
not believe he has made such confes­ 
sion. We m ay be compelled to be­ 
lieve Mr. B e e c i i e r a knave, but it is 
impossible that he could be the fool he 
m ust be to make a confession of guilt 
after the statem ent he set forth the 
other day. 
A knave would not make 
that statem ent and a fool could not. 


T h e lawyers and the Supreme Court 
have been wrestling w ith Local Op­ 
tion for several days, and it is ex­ 
pected a decision on the constitution­ 
ality of the law will be rendered in a 
day or two. The general impression 
seems to be th at the Court will pro­ 
nounce the law unconstitutional. 


THE MONTE BUSINESS.

ou the CentrAl Pacific Railroad — 
W h n t n Correspondent K n o w s 
About 
th is 
Gambler's Nefarious 
P ractices—Nome Sound Ideas. 


E d i t o r H e r a l d : In your weekly 
paper of the 8th inst., I notice a refer­ 
ence to “ Canada Bill,” and the gam ­ 
bling business, for which Omaha and 
the Central Pacific Railroad are so 
scandalously distinguished. The cul­ 
prits—gamblers and dupes—were all 
punished alike in the case you men­ 
tion, though the one had lost $1,800, 
which another had won. 
This, I 
found, was the practice of the local 
Courts when I visited Omaha in Jan ­ 
uary, 1873; and no practice can be 
more unjust or better calculated to in­ 
crease and 
perpetuate the evil of 
which the public complains than that 
of fining all the offenders slightly and 
alike. There are two explanations of 
this system possible — one th at the 
Judges are so simple as never to have 
thought of a more efficient way of 
checking the offense; the other that 
the officers of the law, and notably 
the Judge, are anxious not to kill the 
goose that lays the golden egg, as 
they would 
certainly do if they 
adopted the rational procedure of pun­ 
ishing a crime which is daily brought 
before them in such a way as to deter 
the criminals from offending again. 
These Judges lay especial stress on the 
offense against the law committed by 
the poor dupe. They do not exactly 
applaud the scoundrels who have art­ 
fully inveigled him into their toils, 
but (which amounts to 
the same 
thing) they reiterate to him that “ it 
serves hint right.” It would appear 
that the law in such hands aimed to 
touch the old offenders as lightly as 
possible, but to punish thoroughly 
the poor simpleton, and take from 
him what little money he m ight have 
remaining, lest he should induce oth­ 
ers into the same crime if ho had any 
left! It is almost strange the Court 
does not rem it the fine altogether to 
the veteran offenders, and commend 
them for performing an important 
public service in adm inistering useful 
lessons in m orality to persons who 
need them! 
The person who incites others into 
crime by carefully studied and de­ 
signing schemes, is surely more cul­ 
pable than the dupe who is imposed 
upon. I t is alleged that all the of­ 
fenders are equally guilty of wrong­ 
d o in g -g u ilty , yes; equally guilty, 
no. I have seen this game of monte 
so played by these wretches tiiat men 
who would never stoop to any delib­ 
erate wrong or dishonest dealing 
would join in w ith the idea that the 
foolish fellow was throwing away his 
money, which he was determined to 


squander, and that it was no more 
Wrong to take it than to pick up any 
article thatanothcr bad thrown away, 
or to lay a wager with some man who 
Was determined to make one, but who 
was certaiuly in error. I do not ex­ 
tenuate the wrong-doing, but can dis­ 
crim inate degrees in guilt and can 
pardon a lapse from rectitude more 
readily than a life of crime. 
I exposed the devices of one band of 
these robbers to their faces on the 
cars as I came West, and was after­ 
ward told that I had risked my life in 
so doing, as these men will not hesi­ 
tate to add murder to their other 
crimes, when they meet persons who 
attem pt to foil their schemes. 
If the Justices at Omaha wished to 
remove this glaring blot from W est­ 
ern jurisprudence and American civil­ 
ization, they would fine the gamblers 
more and more hoavily for each suc­ 
cessive offense, and punish an invet­ 
erate offender, like this “CanadaBill” 
and others, not with a fine of ten dol­ 
lars (as was imposed on him in Janu­ 
ary, 1873) but by heavy fines and long 
imprisonment. A small fine is a m at­ 
ter of no consequence to a fellow who 
steals hundreds almost daily, while to 
such a dupe as you mention*, who had 
just lost $1,800, it may be a serious 
consideration. 
The Central Pacific Railroad should 
have detectives on their trains who 
would instantly arrest and take means 
to punish persons violating 
their 
statutes on this subjects — not in 
Courts which are in league with or 
jointly interested in the continuance 
of thiscrim e, as seems to be the case 
with many Courts between Omaha 
and Truckee, but before a tribunal 
which is desirous of suppressing in­ 
stead of fostering crime and crim in­ 
als.

Assaulting and Battering. 
Yesterday was a very good day for 
fights. We have three to chronicle. 
Number one occurred in the Zanjero’s 
office, be'tween Major Bell and I). V. 
Waldron, and arose over a dispute 
about some irrigating matters. The 
former party struck Mr. Waldron in 
the face with a pair of pruning shears, 
inflicting a severe gash and rendering 
him senseless for nearly thirty min­ 
utes. Bell was promptly arrested and 
gave bonds for his appearance in 
Court. 
It is said that Waldron did 
not know from whom he had received 
the terrible blow until, after his re- 
suscilfttion, he was informed by those 
in tlie otlice. 
Thus matters stood in statu quo, 
while light number two quickly suc­ 
ceeded, which happened on Spring 


street, near the junction of Main, after 
this manner: A farmer driving a light 
spring wagon became entangled in a 
labyrinth of hubs and had his vehicle 
was overturned by Newmark’s heavy 
truck. The wagon was finally righted 
and while the farmer was repairing 
the damages the street-car came along 
and huatfod himself and rig off the 
traek. After the ear had parsed, the 
said upset individual began thinking 
about matters and got very mad, and 
the more he thought, the more angry 
lie grew, till finally, in a fury of rage 
lie drew a revolver and started after 
the street-oar man at a lively rate. 
Officer Carpenter anticipated any dif­ 
ficulty, by arresting the irate party 
and taking him to jail.

A Suiciding Printer. 
On Monday a young man at Ana­ 
heim, named Louis Arnold, of Ban 
Francisco, who had been visiting A. 
Bittner of that town for a few days, 
committed suicide by shooting him ­ 
self through the heigh He loft a 
statement saying that he was about 
to commit the deed, and requesting 
that his remains be forwarded to his 
mother In San Francisco. The de­ 
ceased was a young man of twenty- 
two, and a printer by trade. 
He 
worked in the compositor’s depart­ 
ment of the San Francisco Bulletin 
for several months, and was always 
looked upon as a quiet young fellow 
of rather a genial turn. Domestic 
trouble is said to have induced tlie lit 
of despondency in which lie took his 
own lifo. On*the table of his room 
were found two hastily written notes, 
one to Mrs, Bitter, who was his aunt, 
and one to his mother, The following 
were the contents: 
“D ear Mother: 1 have committed 
murder. I take after my father.” 
“ F o r A u n t B i t t n e r : Please have 
my body sent to 1314 Kearney street, 
Ban Francisco.” 
A letter written in tho morning, 
not having been mailed, was opened, 
and was found to contain a request to 
his mother to send him $20 to enable 
him to return to San Francisco, and 
complaining of his needy condition 
and inability to get work. The ver­ 
dict of the jury was to the effect that 
deceased committed suicide “while 
laboring under a depression pf mind 
occasioned by disappointment in fail­ 
ing to get work,” The body was sent 
to Ban Francisco on Thursday, 
Arnold was in Los Angeles about a 
month ago, and worked a short time 
in the H e r a l d office. While with us 
lie gained the good will of all with 
whom lie became acquainted. We 
are pained to learn of this rash act. 
What May be Done. 
A friend of ours lias visited the place 
of Mr. Bland, a few miles west of the 
city, and from what lie saw there 
draws a moral In favor of the many 
localities in our section which arc 
looked upon with little esteem incon­ 
sequence of their apparent dryness. 
Three or four years ago Mr. Bland set­ 
tled upon his present property, much 
against the advice of liis friends, who 
eeejned to think the place a small Sa­ 
llara and utterly worthless for culti­ 
vation. Mr. Bland bored a well, strik­ 
ing water at a depth of about fifty feet. 
He irrigated, cultivated His ground, 
and was favored with paying craps of 
grain, besides starting an orchard and 
keeping it in a flourishing condition. 
He now lias a fine property with com­ 
modious house and barn, a Wilcox 
Lifter for irrigating purposes, and al­ 
together one of the most pleasant 
places in the country. Rome years ago 
he planted a row of pepper trees for a 
fence along a part of his line, and 
those trees have grown and flourished 
almost without irrigation, not receiv­ 
ing over a gallon apiece in a season. 
A novelty is raised upon the place in 
the shape of an Egyptian corn, which 
is excellently adapted to feed for 
fowls. The grain grows in a large 
head, and is a kind of cross between 
our wheat and Indian corn. There 
are thousands of agres lying waste in 
our county, which, witn wells bored 
upon them at a slight expense, can lie 
made as productive as the farm of Mr. 
Bland.
